Quito a aeiisatioii was cauaeil at Far- 
well, B. C. , by the arrest of the default- 
ing Lowiston, Idaho, postinnsior, tlibba, 
and from that town cornea a short accuniit 
of -his moveiaenta from the time he left 
Lewiatot) ntitil his capture, which haa nut 
been published. 

About the uiiddle of iMay last, llibba, 
who gave tlio name of T. (I. WiUoii, ap- 
peared at the Little Dalles, W. T.,aiid, 
ropreaentiliir hiinaolf as a cattle dealer 
about to enter into a contract with the 
Canadian Pacific Railway (jompaiiy, ho 
took naaaago by the steamboat Kootenai 
for the new city of Farwell. B. C. He 
gave it to be understood tliat lie had nnulu 
a largo auin of nioiioy in the catlki l)Urti 
ness, making no secret of the fact tliat ho 
had lived for aonie years at Lewiaton. 
Owing to some delay in the departuio of 
the steamboat Hibbs was compelled to 
wait several days in the Little Dalles, luit 
ho seemed to evince no an.tiety about 
this, atid had no apparent deaire to ijet 
across "tlui lino" into tlio haven for do 
faultitig bank cashiers. 

While ttt the Little Dalles some one 
recognized him, and surprised to seu him 
BO far from home said, "Uollo, Hibl)8, 
what brings you out lioru (" Ilil)ba 
looked at his queatiuiiur, and rouliod with 
the greatest nonchaleiice that his niiinu 
was nut Hibbs and said ho bai-l not had 
the pleasure of meeting him bufure.

At Farwell, Hibbs •^va,s struck wi'h tlio 
wpaknesB that invariably uvertiikea do 
faulters when they embrace "the free air" 
across the lino — he yearned to distinguish 
himself in the hotel busineBs. He entered 
into ft partnership with a young fellow to 
build a hotel; contracts were entered into 
and Boon a fine $2000 hotel was being 
built. liibbs wua going to Viotoi'-iu, iii- 
tendina to purchase furnituro for thu new 
building, when iIih uiinioris li the la* 
overtook him, and cluicked his fupllior 
development in the now calling t>f life. 
Almost immediately upon'" hi*"' arrival at 
Farwell, Hibha was recognized by an old 
Lewistoninn named Allen, and finding it 
,was imposaible to hide hia ideiititiL'ati<iii , 
he'sdmitted that he was travolin" under

Leaving a floating debt of §(3,895,402, and 
making up the total $^8, 057, 278. He 
took credit to the t^overniuent for tho 
manner in which the great enterprise had 
been encouraged and highly oulogisisd tho 
men who composed the company, on 
whose courage and ei\terpriso it had 
nearly been carried to a successful com- 
pletion. Tho antagoiiiain niuiiifusted by 
the Anioriciui roads was touched upon 
and a table of figures which show 

the favorable position the C. P. R. takes 
in comparison to the other trau»i:onli- 
nental lines. Mr. Pope concluded by in- 
dicating tlio bonefila Canada would ro- 
coivo from the early completion uf the 
road, notably the through traflic to tlio 
Pacific coast without going on to foreign 
soil and the direct and cheap route 
through Canada for our imiaigrants to 
reach tho Northwest. Mr. Chaplcau 
seconded the resolution in a speech care- 
fully prepared and read by him, a moat 
unusual procedure for a ineiiiber of par- 
liament to adopt. Keally such a pro- 
ceeding ia opposed to the rules of debate 
and durinir the time Mr. Chapleau was 
reading Mr. Trow, the uppoaitioii whip, 
rose to a point of order and called the at- 
tention of the speaker to tho fact, Mr. 
Speaker, hoT>-ever, took no notice of tho 
point. Mr. Chapleau 'a essay was a 
splendid elfort and reads well in Han.iiird. 
It is iinpossiblo to auinmariao it us it 
is chiefly historical; but the fact our read- 
ers will doubtless learn with satisfaction 
that after showing the necessity uf tbe 
C. P. 11. as a means of develop! iij^ the 
country, its cuiiatriiction was neceaaary lu 
fulfilniiiiit of tho aacred oblii^ation Can 
adu assumed when British Columbia be- 
came part of confederation. The attempt 
of tho late government to repudiate that 
engagement was a dark page on our his- 
tory, and was thoroughly in keeping with 
the incapacity which marked tlie whole 
connection of that admiuiatration with 
the Pacific railway scheme. iMr. Hluko 
spoke for seven hours in reply, his ro- 
onarhB extending into next day's sitlin:;. 
Referring to what he had boon charged 
with at difforeiit time.'i aa to tho viewj lie 
hold on the obligatious devuiviiii; on 
Canada in regard to British ColLiinbia'H 
admission to the Cnion, he defined hia 
position to bo this: Canada had made a 
ioolish arrangement with British Colum- 
bia, and as she could not fill it he, for his 
part, did not winh to hold British Colum- 
bia to the bargain or to keep it; within the 
Dominion against its will. Ho then 
launched out to attack the 0. P. R. He 
condemned the iselection of the Kicking 
Horse Pass, and declared the road liy that 
route could never be worked owing to 
avalanches. He condemned the grades 
and curves on the line; in fact, con 
deiniied everything in coimoclion with it. 
He propounded hia scheme for dealing 
with the cunipaijy'a debt which, in elfect, 
was that a loan of five millions should not 
be made, but that the grtvernnient should 
r.oloase to the company the money lodged 
with it as security for the payment of 
dividends. 

TUB JNDEMy'lTY OF M. Ft. 



Most of our readers are aware that each 
M. P. receives .JIOOO a year aa indemnity 
and mileage, at the rate of 10 cents a 
xnile. VVhile attending parliament a sen- 
ator or member can draw on the account- 
ant of ihe house at the rate of $7 a day 
until he has received the full account of 
his indemnity, but if tho sesaion does not 
last tho length .,f time necubsiiry to re- 
ceive the amount at the daily rate men- 
tioned he oblauis tho balance of the thou- 
sand dollars at the end uf the session. 
On the 20th of .June, however, the last 
payment of tho 87 was made, every mem- 
ber who was at Ottawa having drawn his 
full indemnity. Thus from January 29th 
to.IuiiQ'iOth, a period of 14;{ days, the 
amount ia $1001. lluncuforth, then, no 
member of parliament will receive one 
cant for the loss of time and injury to his 
buBincaa caused by attending to his legi.s- 
lativo duties. This poailion of aflairs is 
not at all ooiulucivo to good temper on 
tho menibera and a little t,'runibling is 
heard. A rumor wa.s ouirent at Ottawa 
ithat at a ministerial caucus a demand was 
made for an addition uf $500 to tho regu- 
lar sessional allowance, and it is said the 
govornmeiit intended to take a vote uf 
credit, adjourn for six months, end then 
pay the niumhers an additional allowance 
for attoiidaneo at an autumn sesaion. Wo 
do not know what degree of truth is con- 
tained in these statements, but the propo- 
sition seemingly meets with tho approval 
of the me mberg.

The woman who walked from Nanaimo 
with her two children were prominent on^ 
the street the whole of yesterday. She 

is rather wandering in her statements, 
and is afraid that it is someone's inten- 
tion to take her children away. She evi- 
dently ia slightly demciiited. Tho circum- 
stances of her case arc about aa follows: 

For a number of yeara she has been 
living with a man at Cache Creek, who is 
the father of the little girl. Nine montha 
ago siio was given a sum of money by her 
partner and left for Victoria, and, as she 
saya, "went over tho plains" to the east. 
Four month.s a>;ii nhc r'-'turii'v', and began 
a search for some friends in N'lcturia She 
learned they were in Nanaimo and went 
there, but was unalde to discover them. 
Several weeks ago she commenced to 
walk to Victoria, arriving hero, as stated, 
on Sunday last. She has refused assist- 
ance from a number of people who have 
oll'erod to provide a home for herself and 
children until alio can aetlle as to what 
aiio will do. Yesterday morning she 
waited in tho rain to give back to Mr. 
Lubbo the money he had given her, but 
he refused to take it. She was under the 
impression at the time that they were try- 
ing to got a case against her and send her 
to New Westniinater. 

Slie says that at luio time she lived in 
Nicola valley and has relatives now there, 
to whom sho intends to go. On her Wiiy 
she avers she will leave the little girl, a 
bright child, with her father, who is still 
at Cache Creek. 

The little 9 year-old boy Johnny, ahe 
states, was for sumo time at tho mission 
at Williams lake, and while there received 
a hurt and his mind ha.t been weak since. 

When she loft Mr. Lubb'e's yesterday 
at 1 o'clock it waa with the intention of 
hunting up Mr. S. Tiugley, who, sho states, 
knows all about her. That gentleraun is, 
unfortutuUoly, not in town at present. 

Aa there ia no doubt as to her being 
soinewluit out of mind the autluiritiea 
shold interfere and take charge of the 
trio, for it ia a sad sight to see them wan- 
dering the streets in a most forlorn look- 
ing condition, the woman in a ragged, 
duat-covered black alpaca, the little boy 
ragged, and the little girl full of smiles 
ainidal the mother's wretchedness.

On 
tlie ijr'juud tloor, facing (loverumi'iit 
street, will be two line atores with the 
main hotel entrance in the centre. 'I'his 
entrance will lead to a spacious hall in 
which will be situated the oliicu. On 
Broughton street there will slao be two 
stores with the hotel side entrance be- 
tween them. In the rear will bo an en- 
trance connecting with the ladiea and 
main entrances, thus giving tlireo en- 
trances by which means the baggage and 
domestic services of the hotel will bo kept 
from the main and aide entrances. Un 
the ground floor will bo the bar room, 
largo billiard and card rotmis, and all con- 
veniences necessary for a first cjiiss liotel. 
A com man ding and spacious .staircase will 
connect with the large hall, 15x00 feet, of 
the iseoond floor, communicating with an 
elegant diniug room, 32x4G feet, large 
parlor, 20x22 feet, lavatories, batli- 
rooina, closota, itc , ii2 in number. 
The rooms on this flat will be so ar- 
ranged that they can be used as suites or 
singly. There will also bo a private stair- 
way for ladiea connecting the first and 
second flats, Another large staircase will 
connect with two hallways running V.'ib 
feet on the third flat, and will give access 
to 53 well-lighted and convenient guost 
rooms, having all the conveniences of 
lavatories, closets, Qreplacos, gas, water 
and all modern improvements. While 
this construotiiin is moderate in expendi- 
ture it will be all that can bo desired in 
utility or appearance, and will doubtless 
give ifood roturiia to ita onterprising own- 
er, Sir. Louis ErI). The oi.iitractors will 
engage aa many hands as can bo ijrotil- 
ably employed in perfectiiiij; the ditlurenl 
bninchea of tho wcjrk, which they will 
push forward with a view to as speedy a 
completion as is consistent with the dura- 
bility of the work. All tho material used 
in construction will be of provincial niaii- 
iifacturt) or growth, and when tiie hotel is 
liiiiahed it will be handsomely furnished 
throughout. It is already leased to Uus- 
terhaut & Co., popular landlords, i Pro- 
viding no unfiireaeen accidents or delays 
occur the building is e.\pocted to be com- 
pleted within three months.

1,000.000, ia not surprisiri'.:, while their 
diiiunnhing importance, as shown by the 
luw iiggregfite and average liabiiities, is 
ODiiimented on as denoting a more favcjr- 
ahlo condition of things than existed at 
this time last year.

Of a Yuii !!{,;: Girl wlio Says She 
was Kidiiaiipc*! 

Anil Kept in an Attic for Ten 

Weeks, 

A corroapondeut Las Lad an inter- 
view with some relations of tLe youny 
woman Bertha Dennis, who allegeil 
that slie WIS kicluaijped while traveling 
from Croydon tu Lailvwell on Murcli 
4; and iinprisnnpil in h jjarrcf. for ten 
weeks, and it would iippi^ar that linr 
friends place the utmost reliance in the 
whole of her statements. It now seems 
that she bad been for upwards of three 
years in the servicu of Mr. Newman, a 
gentleman residing at Station Koad, 
Eeigate, as cook, and an elder sister 
tills a sidiiliai- situation next c'oor. On 
March Ihii, one of her sister's fellow 
servants proposed that as tliey liad 
both got a holiday on the following 
day, she and Hcrtha Dennis should go 
to liondou together, aud it was agreed 
that the latter should visit her aunt, at 
Ladywell in the afternoon and tinish up 
the evening with her brother in Church 
street, Croydon, Before starting in the 
morning. Bertha Dennis was paid her 
quarter's wages, amounting to £.'5, and 
it is said to have been quite by acci- 
dent that she took the whole of the 
sum with her. Ifer intention was place 
the greater portion in her box, but she 
forgot to do so. Owing to some misun- 
derstanding she missed her companions 
al Keigate Station, and the first inti- 
mation of anything being wrong was 
received when the oilier girl called at 
Mr. Dennis', in Church street, the 
same night, and asked "whether Hertlia 
was ready to go homo." Nothing was 
heard of Bertha IJennis from that day 
until she knocked at the door of her 
brother's shop at Croydon, having 
changed in a period of tea week from a 
respectable-looking young woiuati to a 
]ierfect beggar to all appcaraucoa. She 
was greatly eiiiuciated, and all but in- 
sensible from exhaustion. According to 
her account, which she was only able 
to give after restoratives had been ad- 
ministered, hIu! had been exactly twelve 
hours triuiipiiig from some place near 
London (she believe.'s it was N'ca' Cross) 
to Croydon. When slio left Keigate 
she had iu her possession a new mack- 
intosh, a handbag, an umbrella, a 
brown paper parcel, a silver watch, 
two silver chains, a locket with 
"Bertha" engraved on it and a gold ring 
set with stones. The whole of these 
things, with the e.xcejjlion of the watch 
had been taken from her. While Mrs. 
Dennis, her sister-in law, was attend- 
ing to her, she noticed that she was 
bolaing the watch in her hand, and she 
sobbed, "I would not let them take 
that." Tin; unfortunate girl had Only 
been to London twice in her life. She 
stated that she nolice{l the old lady 
who drugged her in the booking oUice 
tirat, and she seemed very anxious to 
know where she was going. When they 
were seated in the train she said, |"Jl is 
a nice day, miss," and then it was that 
the handkerchief was waved in her 
face. She ofien saw the sauio old lad}' 
in the house, and was certain that she 
could identify her providing she wore 
the same clothes. The ulber women in 
the house not only wore wigs, but they 
painted their faces and lips. They told 
her that she would have to go out and 
do as they did, and when she said she 
would not they beat her. All her cloth- 
ing was worn by the women. The jack- 
et was altered to fit a bigger woman. 
(Mrs. Dennis found that the buttons 
had been shifted some few inches for- 
ward.) On the morning that she was 
blindfolded she rc.'iiieinbers coming 
down a great many stairs. Wlu?n she 
arrived at Croydon she had not a farth- 
ing, and her linen is said to have been 
as black as one's bat. Her friends have 
never known her to tell au untruth, 
and she has never before been the cause 
for one hour's anxiety to her mother 
and father, svho have resided in Jlei- 
gato all their livtis. After staying all 
night with her sister-in law she was 
taken home on Wednesday afternoon, 
and has since bsen under the care of a 
doctor. Superintendent Rogers, of the 
Redhill police, has the matter in hand, 
the girl's parents believing that she 
was kidnapped for the purpose of rob- 
bery, if iioiliiiig more serious. The first 
to give information to the Scotland 
Yard authorities of her disappearance 
was a Mr. Gray, of Redhill, in whose 
service she formerly was, and who had 
always taken great interest in the 
family. The lirown paper jiarcel which 
she had with her contained old pajier 
bags which she was in the habit of sav- 
ing for use in lier brother's business at 
Croydon, and Miss J )ennis stated that 
the women burnt these directly they 
opened the parcel. She was locked in 
the attic for ten weeks, and lived on 
bread and water.
